Ths action as it
pow stands Lefore the supreme court is
an appeal from a procesding to set anide
the probate of what s known as the Rule
will. Stephen B. Miles, whose estate la
fnvolved In the legal battle, died at Falls
City in 1808, leaving property of an esil
mated valuation of more than §1,000,000.
He left surviving bim two sons, Joseph H.
Miles, who lived at Falls Clty, and Samusl
A. Mlles, who at that time lived in Sabetha,
Kan., There had been born to Stephen B.
Miles two daughters, Victorine and Caro-
jine, both of whom dled before the death
of thelr father, but left lineal descendants,
heirs-at-law, who are now parties in the
sull.

The csase has attracted widespread atten-
tlon, both because of its sensational fea-
tures and the size of the estate involved.
The two brothers are the priocipal com-
testante. The plalntiffs In the sult filed
a petition in equity In the Richardson
ecouniy court to set aside the probate of
the Rule will, on the ground that Stephen
B. Miles in the spring of 1867 at the St
James hotel 1o the city of St. Louis had
made a ster will which revoked the Hule
will and made a more equitable distribution
ul the property among the children and
thelr descendants. The case was tried In
the county, a decree rendered in favor of
the defendants. From that decree an ap-
peal was taken to the distriet court and
therenfter the case was tried and s llke
decree reodered.

Harum
pulled the stock sround and the charge
grazed ker husband's hand instead of en-
tering his head, as would have been the
case bad she been slower in the move.
Harum then wsiruggied to his bouse and
Jim Sweeney shot at Mim with a 12-callber
rifie, but the bullet went wide of the mark.

Harum procured bhis rifie and coming oui!r
with the gun, he shot and killed a horee

in front of which James Sweeney was stand-
ing. This ended the affray, as the Sween-
eys took flight.

The partles were tried Thursday before
Judge Edmunds. Harum was cut ypon the
forehead and left cheek and had bis eye
blackened. Mrs. Harum displayed a w»e-
